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REMARKS 



Applicant acknowledges with appreciation the Examiner's indication 
that claims 10, 11, and 17-20 are allowable. Applicant has therefore restricted the 
application to allowable subject matter. 

Applicant has cancelled claims 1, 3, 5-8, and 12-16 and amended 
claim 21 to be dependent upon claim 20 which is allowable. The amendment to 
claim 21 was made to correct its apparent typographical error since claim 21 was 
mistakenly dependent upon claim 12. 

Accordingly, it is most respectfully requested that this rejection be 

withdrawn.
